Coxey and Browne Wanted to Speak 
but Didn't Do It. 

St. Louis, Mo., December 28.—Twenty-five 
members of the people’s party national ex- 
ecutive committee and 270 party ieaders 
met in conference this morning in the as- 
sembly room of the Tindell hotel. A 
wrangle over the admission of reporters 
revealed less than a quorum and the com- 
mittee surrendered‘ the rvom to a confer- 
ence of the 270 leaders, who chose General 
J. B. Weaver, of Iowa, as chairman. 

The conference adopted a rule that their 
mission wus only an advisory one and that 
all resolutions acted on by them be submit- 
ted to the national committce. 

President Koyd and a committee from the 
Merchants’ Exehange invited the visitors 
to hold their next national convention in 
Action on this will be had = to- 
morrow in committee. 

On reassembling at 2 o'clock, the national 
committee, still lacking a quorum, met 
with the conference. It was decided that 
a call of states would be the best mvars 
of getting a quorum. ‘This early deveioped 
the fact that the Omaha platform weuld 
be endorsed. Manning, of Alabama, revold 
the Kolb-Vates contest and denounced the 
democrats for again wielding the whip and 
shackles of old-time slavery.

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GRESHAM'S LATEST. 


The Secretary of State Is in Fresh 
Trouble. 


NO SYMPATHY IN NEWSPAPER ROW 


Only Three or Four Correspondents 
There Who Help Him. 


HE IS NOT SQUARE WITH THE BOYS 


When He Began This Secretary Business 
He Was the Toast, but He Plays Favor- 
ites, and the Boys Will Not Stand It. 


Washington, December 27.—(Special.)— 
Gresham is in newspaper trouble again. 
With every reason, as well as every re- 
quremet to be popular, Gresham seems in 
perpetual hot water. If his diploinacy is 
no more adroit than his dealings with the 
press, it is no marvel that the channel of 
his affairs so often needs a snag boat. This 
time Gresham's woe comes in the old-time 
guise of a controversy with the Wash- 
ington correspondent of The Record. An 
item of no vast interest beyond the little 
circle of great folk named appeared in 
The Record, speaking despitefully'. of 
Gresham for failure to pay or 
caused to be paid certain moneys to one 
Claparede, who subsists in these parts as 
the minister of Switzerland, for work per- 
formed as a fasion of jimcrow commis- 
sion, anent a jimcrow claim against Vene- 
zuela. Gresham says this is not true pri- 
vately, and publicly procures one Da Gama, 
who ig on the map as minister of Vene- 
zuela, to deny it. The Record article is 
named as untrue by this Da Gama,and from 
the whole story, as told by this diplomatic 
Venezuelan, as well as by Gresham pri- 
vately, it would seem that so far as not 
wanting to pay his Tyrolean excellency 
for his valuable aid as a chance-sown in- 
ternational justice of the peace, 
Gresham has stayed up nights play- 
ing cards and trying to invent a way to 
get that Alpine dignitary his money with- 
out shocking his sensibilities. That’s why 
the matter has moved so slowly. One can't, 
as Gresham was nervously sensitive enough 
to know at a glance, pay off a minister of 
state for services of an irregular, unau- 
thorized sort, as one might a section hand. 
It must be delicately done, and Gresham 
needed time to think. As a result The Re- 
cord correspondent, understanding this pro- 
found pause in payment, and improperly 
stirred therein by other diplomats looking 
on, flew at the conclusion that Gresham 
was holding out on the envoy trom the 
Swiss, and, therefore, has been called an 
unwholsome liar, as it were, by Gresham 
privately and the Venezuela Da Gama 
publicly. It is, of course, expected at this 
crisis that The Record correspondent will 
very much contede that he is utterly and 
irreparably flattened out. 

Gresham Cuckoos. 

One of the sad true things of this tea- 
pot tempest is the snarling ardor with 
which a certain paper in New York and an 
excessively uncertain one in Chicago comes 
clamoring to the Gresham rescue. They 
print the Da Gama refutation of The Re- 
cord story and lean back as if that set- 
tled it and The Record correspondent at 
one fell swoop. They proceed on the notion 
that a shake of the Gresham head and 
a glib, evasive interview by said Da Gama, 
made at the Gresham behest, proves The 
Record man an Ananias and leaves the 
question of his mendacity res ad judicata. 
Not so, kind sir, not so. As a first mat- 
ter, @ reason perhaps for the riotous heat 
of the New York and Chicago journals 
chronicled, can be searched out no further 
astern than that highly successful feat in 


ee 
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diplomacy conducted under the Gresham 
auspices and known through the trump 
of fame as the Queen Lil incident. Blount 
made a report and Gresham hid it sedu- 
lously until public curiosity was on the 
Strain. Then he took it out of its state 
department crypt and gave it to the two 
papers aforesaid for exciusive use in their 
cities. For that they love Gresham and 
will leave their bones half gnawed to trot 
growling to his wars at the drop of the 
State department hat. 
Odds on the Correspondents. 

When it comes to a question of 
newspaper veracity—since certain journals 
seem so readily convinced to newspaper un- 
favor on the foggy nod of Gresham and the 
dubious word of the gentlemap Irom south 
of the line—it may be proper for a disinter- 
ested looker-on to say a word. As a first 
proposition, then, the press people at the 
capital are iniinitely more to be believed 
and are of a higher and more apprehensive 
honesty than either cabinet personages or 
the diplomatic. colony within our gates. 
Cabinets and legations are inere schools 
of mendacity—seminaries where untruth is 
taught as a fine art. They openly boast 
themselves so and excuse their historical 
defiections aphoristically with “‘statesman- 
ship is the science of circumstances.’ As a 
second proposal in this regard one may 
add that Curtis, The Record man, is of as 
good repute for truth and veracity where he 
resides as either Gresham or the volatile 
Da Gama. They do say, too, that just now 
our Venezuelan friend has ur- 
gent reasons de hors diploma. 
cy for desiring to tickle Gresham to death. 
No, no; when the fact fails in dispute be- 
tween a newspaper man un one side, and a 
cabinet officer and a foreign minister on the 
other, truth collectors might better take 
the story of the scribe every time. That 
system will win nine times in ten. Cabinet 
officers are sélected in conventions, not 
sought in churches at tne horns of the al- 
tar; while your diplomat very frequently 
becomes one after failing at everything 
else, and occasionally its appointed to this 
country because it inferentially provides for 
his leaving his own. It may easily come, 
then, that neither cabinet nor legation may 
be a well-spring of unmuddied truth. 

Did Not Hold His 'Popularity. 

It is remarkable, as stated at the outset, 
that Gresham gets so persistently into these 
stews. He seems, so far as newspapers go, 
to fall from one coal hole’ into another. 
There’s no need of it. Gresham followed 
Blaine—dead now, but while he lived the 
most unpopular secretury that ever made 
a moccasin truck in the state department. 
One had to pierce three doors, each 
guarded by a colored person, so puffed with 
pride that it seemed really beneath his dig- 
nity “to , understand the English 
language. The late Governor Cur. 
tin, paying a casual visit to 
the state department one day, paused 
long enough to throw one of _ these 
functionaries down the elevator shaft; but 
that is another story. When Gresham 
came he abolished the guards and threw 
open the doors. He put himself within the 
reach of all, and is there yet. This alone 
~—for Gresham is the only cabinet man 
who has sense enough to do this; the rule 
being that the less they know the harder 
they are to meet—made Gresham. gt a 
bound the most popular man in Washing.-

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SCORED JOHN BURNS. 


Colonel Rend’s Remarks at the Meet- 
ing of the Joint Convention. 

Pittsbiurg, Pa., December 28.—The opening 
session of the joint convention of operators 
and miners of the Pittsburg railroad coal 
district was marked by several sensational 
utterances, in which John Burns, member Of 
parliament, the great commoner of Eng- 
ijiand, came in for a stirring rebuke, deliv- 
ered in stentoria3n tones by Colonel W. P. 
Rend, the well known coal operator of Chi- 
cago, and the owner of several mines in the 
Pittsburg district. The other feature was 
a plain but forcible statement of the situa- 
tion in Pittsburg mining circles, as pre- 
sented by John McBride, president of the 
United Mine Workers, and president-elect of 
the American Federation of Labor, in which 


he openly avowed that the conditions today 


were worse than prior to the genera! strike. 

Mr. Chapman, of the Standard Coal Com- 
peny, was chosen to preside. He suggested 
that John Burns, who was in the lobby, 
sbould be invited to a seat in the conven. 
tion. When a motion to this effect was 
nade Colonel Rend arodse and said: 

“Mr. Chairman, I object to the cour- 
tesy of this convention being extended to 
Mr. Burns, who is here for the double pur- 
pcse of discussing the labor matters and 
also of slandering American institutions. 
Mr. Burns is a stranger in America. It is, 
therefore, befitting that he shall observe 
the decencies and proprieties of the position 
that he occupies. These propristies he has 
constantly. violated by his malignant at- 
tacks upon cur institutions. I would ad- 
vise that Mr. Burns return to the country 
from which he came and criticise the cus- 
toms, manners and institutions of his own 
land, which he will find infinitely more de- 
serving of his criticisms than anything he 
can find here. I know it is the custom for 
‘blarsted Britishers’ to indulge in impro- 
priety similar to those against which I pro- 
test in the case of Mr. Burns. It is about 
time for American miners to resent the of- 
fensive conduct of these men. I have no ob- 
jection whatever to listening to the views of 
Mr. Burns upon labor matters or society. 
My protest is simply directed against a 
glaring abuse that has become in this coun- 
try intolerable.”’ 

As Colonel Rend resumed his seat there 
was an unbroken silence. Mr. Burns, who 
stood listening all the time, moved just a 
little from a steadied position he had as- 
sumed at the beginning. Captain Chapman, 
just a trifle confused, arose and put the 
motion to seat Mr. Burns. It was carried, 
there being but one dissenting vote, Colo- 
nel Rend voting ‘‘no.” 

Colonel Rend again secured permission for 
the floor and for half an hour addressed 
the meeting, telling the story of the dispute 
between miners and operators, and the 
causes leading to the differences. 

Then followed President McBride with his 
address. The committee of operators and 
miners on resolutions was appointed and 
the convention adjourned at noon. 

The convention adjourned this afternoon 
without reaching a sentiment of a wage 
rate. The question was left to a committee 
consisting of three operators, three miners 
and three disinterested citizens of Pitts- 
burg. This committee will not imeet in- 
side of two weeks, and in the meantime 
the district rate will remain at 5) cents, 
the price adopted by the Railroad Coal Op- 
erators’ Association. But three of the com- 
mittee were appointed and they represented 
the miners. The operators will appoint 
their three members next week and these 
six will select the three disinterested cit- 
izens. The committee will fully investigate 
the cause of the deplorable condition of 
affairs in this district and suggest meth- 
ods by which a recurrence will be prevent- 
ed. 

Secretary McBride said that the miners 
in this districte made less than $l a day 
and that if the operators would not try 
and arrange a dividing rate it was impos- 
sible for miners to strike to uphold the dis- 
trict rate, as they had no money to live 
on. The miners that worked for less than 
$1 a day could not support themselves, let 
alone those who were willing to go on strike 
for a uniform rate. 


TRIAL OF HOWGATE. 


His Counsel Moves to Quash tlhe In- 
dictments. 

Washington, December 28.—The case of 
the United States against Captain Henry 
V. Howgate, formerly chief of the signal 
service, came up in criminal court No. 1 
of the district today, Judge McComas pre- 
siding. Captain Howgate was arraigned 
and three indictments found were present- 
ed and read. 

A. C. Worthington, one of Captain How- 
gate’s attorneys, moved to quash the in- 
dictments and the United States district 
attorney argued against the motion. 


JUKE WAITED TOO LONG. 


He Postponed Serving Notice of Con- 
test Until the Time Expired. 

Montgomery, Ala., December 28.—(Spe- 
cial.—News comes from Washington that 
three days after the time allowed by law 
Juke Robinson, populist, of the third dis- 
trict, served notice of contest on Congress- 
man-elect Harrison. In order to mend the 
error caused by his delay the judge sends 
out word from Opelika that anticipating 
delay at Washington, he left notice at 
General Harrison’s residence in Opelika on 
December 15th.

- BANKS IN STRAITS. 


There Is Great Excitement in New 
Foundland Over the Situation. 


A GOLD FAMINE PREVAILS THERE 


Currency Is Locked Up and the 
People Are in Distress. 


POLITICS IS BEHIND THE ARRESTS 


The Prosecuting Lawyers Are Causing the 
Arrest of Their Personal Opponents. 
Shareholders Are Agitated. 


St. Johns, N. F., December 28.—There is a 
strong feeling in certain quarters that the 
arrests of the directors and manager of 
the Commercial bank are largely due to 


personal animosity, and the surroundings 
Sir William Whiteway 
and ex-Speaker Emerson, of the assembly, 
are prosecuting counsel on behalf of the 
crown, and the men arrested are all, with- 
out exception, personal opponents, and 
were instrumental in instituting the elec- 
tion trials, by which Whiteway, Emerson 
and fifteen of their party were unseated 
and disqualified, for gaining their seats by 
bribery. 

All five arrested men were admitted to 
bail, two securities for $18,000 each being 
furnished for each accuseu. The securities 
were obtained without difficulty, though 
the bonds were the largest ever given here. 

The Union bank shareholders are agitat- 

ing for a meeting now, and threaten some 
proceedings against their directors, so in- 
tensely interesting events are anticipated 
in the criminal court next term. 
AScarcely less sensational was the session 
of the legislature last night when the joint 
select committee presented its report on 
the banks. Several thousand good men 
crowded the grounds, in addition to those 
unable to gain admission. The report was 
signed by all six of the committee. It pro- 
fessed to be merely an interim report, and 
stated briefly that the Union bank was 
safe: its stability was affected by over- 
drawn accounts, but it was solvent, and 
all its depositors, note holders and credit- 
ors would be paid in full. They urged its 
speedy extrication from its difficulties, 
either by liquidation or resumption of busi- 
ness, and recommended the prevention of 
lézgal proceedings on the part of note hold- 
ers for payment of claims in specie. 

The Cornmercial bank, they reported, was 
hopelessly insolvent, even if the reserve lia- 
bility of shareholders was fully exacted. 
Its books were falsified, its clerks |had de- 
faulted, sufficient care was not exercised 
with overdrafts, nor limits on exchanges 
accepted, and unsecured advances were 
‘made without proper checks. The legis- 
“Virion should be speedily enacted to enable 
the government to supervise its liquidation, 
as it would pay a small dividend. 

On the basis of this report the govern- 
ment introduced resolutions guaranteeing 
Union bank netes at 18 cents on the dol- 
lar, redeemable in two years, provision 
being made by registration of the original 
holders. 

This proposal was greeted by hisses, 
while a suggestion by the opposition that 
they be guaranteed at face value, the 
colony bearing the loss, evoked thunderous 
applause. The masses expected to be in- 
sured against all loss individually. 

No decision was arrived at. An expert 
in banking is coming from Montreal. The 
English banks interested sent a represen- 
tative yesterday. The Ulunda also brought 
$6,000 in specie which, however, is for pri- 
vate firms and but little improves the con- 
gestion of circulation. 

It is a veritable gold famine, which will 
take months to relieve and the number of 
destitute is increasing daily. 


VERY KIND TO THEM. 


The Bank Allowed a Firm to Over- 
draw Thousands. 

Rome, N. Y., December 28.—Another rev- 
elation has been made in the affairs of 
the Central National Bank of Rome, which 
has been undergoing examination since the 
discovered defalcation of Cashier Bileby 
ten days ago. It appears that the bank for 
some years has been carrying, without se- 
curity, a credit of several thousand dol- 
lars to the account of Robert McAdam & 
Sons, cheese buyers and exporters, who 
New York. The 
cashier has permitted overdrafts to this 
account to the amount of $37,000. McAdam 
& Sons claim that they have not had cred- 
it for a part of their deposits. It is under- 
stood also that they are prepared to turn 
7,000 to the credit of the account. That 
being done, would leave a shortage of $30,- 
000 in addition to the $37,000 default of the 
cashier and teller heretofore reported. 
This will impair the capital of the bank 
and the stockholders will be called togeth- 
er to decide whether to make good the 
shortage with a view to reopening the bank. 

Major Gillet, the accused teller, has been 
‘rearrested on a charge of complicity with 
Cashier Bileby in defrauding the bank of 
$26,000. He is in charge of an officer at his 
house, where he is ill and will be arraignea 
tomorrow. 


DEATH FROM HYDROPHOBIA, 


Horrible Death of A. H. Lindsay, of 
Bedford, Va. 
Lynchburg, Va., December 28.—A. H. 
Lindsay, an aged citizen of Bedford, died 
yesterday afternoon. from hydrophobia. 
About six months ago, a rabid dog in the 
neighborhood of Clay’s Crossing bit several 
horses and cattle, and all of the animals 
were taken with hydrophobia and killed. 
The dog was owned by Lindsay, who had 
a wheelwright shop at Clays, and the dog 
bit him. Lindsay suffered no ill effects un- 
til last Saturday, when he was suddenly 
taken ill, and the physicians who were call- 
ed, saw unmistakable signs of hydrophobia, 
such as aversion to water. Nothing could 
be done for him and he lingered on until 
3 o’clock yesterday afternoon, when he died. 
The deceased was thirty-six years old, and 
one of the best known wheelwrights in this 
section of the state.

FREEZING AND STARVING. 


Terrible Condition of People 
Southwestern Nebraska. 

O’Neill, Neb., December 28.—For some 
time past stories of extreme destitution 
have come from. Boyd county and various 
parts of Holt county, but they have seem- 
ed so improbable that people have not 
noticed them. It is understood, however, 
that the stories were true. The situation 
in Boyd county is bad, and if the people 
there are not helped soon thty will starve 
or freeze to death. J. M. Smith, who 
lives on what is called the Three-Mile strip, 
on the state line, was in O'Neill today, 
and he tells many harrowing stories of the 
condition of the people in his part of Boyd 
county. He says the people there are ina 
bad fix. Mr. Smith came with a commit- 
tee to collect supplies. He gathered con- 
siderable amount of flour and provisions 
today and forwarded them. 

Robert B. Beattie, the staff correspondent 
of The World-Herald, has just returne@ 
from a two weeks’ tour in southwestern 
Nebraska, in order to investigate the e- 
ports in circulation of the destitution in 
that portion of the state. The results 
of his search through the counties of Buf- 
falo, Dawson, Léncolin, Keith, Perkins, 
Hitchcock, Chase, Hayes, Dunby and 
Frontier may be thus summarized: In these 
counties, particularly in Keith, Perkins, 
Chase, Hayes and Dunby, the destitution 
is extreme. Almost two-thirds of the 
people in these counties are living upon 
charity. There is no fuel in the county— 
cow’ chips are in many plaees the only 
fuel. The remarkably mild weather is 
all that has prevented. loss.of life by ex- 
posure. There is no meney in the county 
treasuries to help the destitute, because in 
fifteen counties almost no taxes have been 
collected since June. The shiftless have 
left the country-and only the farm owners 
remain. There is almost no water there. 
No crops were raised at all last year, ex- 
cept in the occasional irrigated districts, 
and ditch irrigation is not possible in some 
of these counties, because there are no 
streams. 

Most of the destitute live in sod huts. 
There have been only three crops raised in 
nine years. Heartrending cases of des- 
titution and suffering are heard of in every 
township. The present cold wave will 
certainly cause death to a large number 
of settlers and no aid seems to be near. 
Fuel, provisions and clothing are needed, 
and the railroads will generally ship them 
free if sent to the county commissioners at 
the county sites. 

Freezing to Death. 

The storm which swept over Nebraska 
Wednesday night continued thnoughiout 
vesterday and increased in severity last 
night. The temperature fell 34 degrees in 
twenty-four hours. Snow is reported from 
Alliance, Seward, Greeley, Center, in the 
Black Hills, and in Montana. All trains 
are delayed. The temperature was 12 de 
grees below zero at Hastings yesterday 
roorning and 15 below at Chadron. Tele- 
graphic advices last night indicated that 
loss of life must have followed this blizzard. 
A special correspondent of a local paper, 
writing from the drought district last 
right, said: 

“There is no doubt that this blizzard has 
caused great loss of life. These people are 
entirely without fuel. In some of these 
counties there is not a tree or a twig. 
The people have no animals to carry them 
to places of safety and in a day or so we 
shall hear of wretched deaths from this 
cold.” 

It commenced to snow at Georgetown, 
S. C., yesterday afternoon, and continued 
to snow and sleet, with a strong north- 
west wind blowing. The town is robed in 
white and it is growing colder. 


GETTING NEAR THE DANGER LINE. 


The Blizzard Is Making the Orange 
Growers Anxious. 
Jacksonville, Fla., December 28.—(Spe 
cial.)—At 6 o’clock this morning the mer- 
cury in Jacksonville went down to 27.7, the 
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lowest point reached by it since the early 
winter months of 188. There has been 
much anxiety during che day as to the fate 
of the orange crop in varicus portions of 
the fruit belt, but so far as information 
has been received no Gamage has been re- 
ported up to 6 o'clock p. m. Officers of the 
Ylorida Fruit Exchange say nothing is to 
be feared until the mercury touches 26 de- 
grees and remains there several hours. At 
6 o'clock tonight the mercury hed fallen 
to 31 and the weather bureau. has prophe- 
sied that it will fall as low as 27 before 
meming. But if the wind continues to 
blow as at present, there will be very little 
danger. Nearly half the orange crop has 
been moved out of the state.

GOFF WORRIES HIM FOR ‘AWHILE 


One Witness Is Afraid the Police 
Will Kill Him. 


MARTIN TESTIFIES FRANKLY 


He Says He Never Rnoew That the Ligc- 
uor Dealers Contributed to Tammany 
or to the Police. 


New York, December 2.—Anthony Com- 
stock did not appear before the Lexow 
committee today for vindication, although 
he was present at one time. The chair- 
man announced that the committee had 
received a letter from Mr. Comstock in 
relation to the testimony given by Mr. 
Street yesterday. 

“We have considered the letter of Mr. 
Comstock,” said the chairman, ‘‘and have 
come to the conclusion that the matter is 
not within our province; therefore, we 
cannot hear Mr. Comstock.” 

Inspector Williams resumed the witness 
stand and was examined'‘as to his financial 
condition. After a great deal of sparring, 
Mr. Goff obtained from him the state- 
ment that he was worth about $30,000 or 
$40,000, which did not include the family 
residence in Tenth street. Williams ad- 
mitted having received $4,000 or $600 from 
Fleiss & Heey. This was paid in cash in 
various sums, and was a voluntary offer- 
ing on the part of the contributors. As 
Williams put it: “Mr. Fleiss told me he 
was dealing in: stocks and he would take 
chances from me and give me the result. 
That was in 1578."’ 

“Did you ever invest a dollar with him 
for the purchase of stocks?’

the drawing room of the Astor residence, 
Cliveden, to the funeral car, which stood in 
front of the main entrance. The coffin was 
carried by eight bearers. All of the ser- 
vants of the Astor establishment were 
gathered on one side of the entrance hall 
and Mr. Astor, who was visibly affected, 
stood on the other side. A solitary funeral 
car with one lamp lighted slowly and 
weirdly traversed the dark avenue. Mr. 
Astor stood in the door alone and watched 
it silently until the light of the lamp faded 
from his view. 

The car reached Taplow at 7 o'clock and 
the coffin was placed in the guards van of 
the train which awaited it. The train 
arrived at Paddington station at 8:03 o'clock 
this morning and the body was trans- 
ferred to Euston station, where, in the 
presence of the United States embassy, 
it was placed on board the train for Liver- 
pool.

State School Commissioner Bradwell Ex- 
plains Its Principal Features. 


A FUNNY RUMOR RUN TO EARTH 


The Governor Partook of Some Juicy ’Pos- 
aum Meat Last Night at Newnan. 
Wotes of the Capitol 


State School Commissioner Bradwell has 
issued a circular letter to the county 
school commissioners of the state in which 
he gives some interesting facts concern- 
ing the new séhool law and its operations, 
at the same tithe setting forth the estimate 
for the school fund. : 

This is Captain Bradwell's last circular 
as school commissioner, his term of office 
expiring on next Monday. 

What the Law Provides. 

In explaining the features of the new 
school law, Captain Bradwell says: 

“I congratulate the school officers and 
teachers upon the passage of an act 
amending the quarterly payments law, 
which removes many of the uncertainties 
and inequalities of previous laws and 
makes the duties of boards of education 
plain. I refer you to the recommendations 
I have from time to time made in my re- 
ports to the general assembly, to show 
that many of those recommendations are 
embodied in the recent law which goes into 
effect on the ist day of January, next.” 

He outlines the leading features of this 
law in this way: 

“The pol] tax is no longer a county fund, 
but is hereafter to be paid into the general 
schoel fund, subject to apportionments as 
the specific taxes and direct appropriations 
have been. 

“The quarterly apportionments are to be 
made as heretofore, on the last day of the 
calendar quarter, but the county school 
commissioners are allowed one month long- 
er in which to send in their itemized state- 
ments under approval of the county boards 
of education. 

“The expenses of administration for each 
quarter are to be paid in full, and such 
items are not subject to prorating, should 
the quarterly apportionment be insufficient 
to pay the various items in full. 

‘The school year is changed s0 as to 
be coincident with the calendar year. The 
ist day of January next is the beginning of 
a new school year. 

“The first Tuesday in December, or as 
soon thereafter as practicable, the state 
school commissioner, the comptroller gen- 
eral and the treasurer are required to make 
an estimate of the entire common school 
fund of the state for the next succeeding 
school year. 

‘The first Tuesday in January, or as soon 
thereafter as practicable, county boards 
are to meet and make the necessary ar- 
rangements to place the schools in opera- 
tion. 

“County boards have full authority to 
adopt the salary plan or pay the teachers 
according to enroliment or attendance. 

“The time of operating the schools is 
left entirely to the county boards. 

“The school fund for each calendar year 
is a fixed and specific sum, and is to be di- 
vided into four equal parts, one of which 
shall be available and payable quarterly. 
In the event that the specific taxes fall 
short of the estimate made by the school 
commissioner, comptroller general and 
treasurer, then the balance necessary is 
to be paid from any fund in the treasury 
not otherwise appropriated.’’

Each county school commissioner or su- 
perintendent of a local system, can easily 
make the calculation and ascertain the sum 
apportioned to his county or city. The basis 
of apportionment is 604,971—the entire school

How such a story started, nobody knows. 
The governor said he had heard no intima- 
tion of anything of the kind and didn’t 
believe there was the least ground for 
such rumor. The other officials at the capi- 
tol were inclined to regard it in the same 
light, that is of an utterly groundless ru- 
mor and so it proves to be. 

A telegram from Americus, received by 
The Constitution last night, says that 
Judge Fort declares there is nothing what- 
ever it the rumor. He has no thought of 
resigning and has not had. 


MR. GREGG DANGEROUSLY ILL. 


The Well-Known Business Man Not 
Expected to Live. 

Mr. William A. Gregg, one of the best 
known and most popular business men of 
Atlanta, is seriously ill at his Capitol ave- 
nue residence, and is not expected to sur- 
vive many more hours. 

Mr. Gregg has been identified with busi- 
ness interests in Atlanta for a number of 
years and no young man in the city has 
risen more rapidly or stands higher in 
commercial circles than he. 

‘He has been confined to his bed almost 
three . weeks, gradually getting feebler 
from day to day, and although he remained 
perfectly conscious up to a late hour last 
night, his relatives and friends fear that 
the worst may come at any moment. 

Mr. Gregg himself realized the hopeless- 
ness of his condition yesterday and called 
all his family and business partners 
around him, saying that he feared it would 
be the last time he would be able to talk 
to them. He has not given up entirely 
though, and being possessed of energy and 
determination, said that he would fight it 
out to the last. , 

Quite a number of Mr. Grege’s friends 
called on him yesterday and he recognized 
and welcomed al] of them in his usual 
pleasant and affable mnner. At 12 o’clock 
last night Mr. G was resting easier 
and had faHen asleep. He is being attended 
by Dr. McCrea.

EXCESS CHARGES RECOVERED. 


An Important Suit Against a Kail- 
road Wer by the Plaintiff. 

Jacksonville, Fla., December 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—At 9 o'clock tonight Charles lL.. 
Bycki, of New York city, surviving part- 
ner of the firm of L. Bucki & Son, of Ella- 
ville, Fla., and New York, was awarded 
$29,000 damages by the jury in bis famous 
suit against the Florida Central and Penin- 
sular Railway Company. This case is one 
of the most important ever tried in Florida 
and has occupied the attention of the Unit- 
ed States district court in this city for the 
past eigheen days. The verdict is generally 
regarded as a just one, but the defendant’s 
counsel tonight gave notice of a motion for 
a new trial. 

Bucki was represented by Colone’? Horato 
Bisbee, republican ex-congressman from 
this district, and the railway company hy 
Colonel John Henderson, its vice president 
anc chief counsel, and by ex-Chief Justice 
Raney, of the Florida supreme court, The 
grievance of Bucki & Son is in the viola- 
tion of a contract with the defendant. The 
lumber company some years ago establish- 
ed and operated at Ellaville a sawmill, one 
of the most extersive in the state. They 
had a contract with the railroad under its 
old management by which the road agreed 
to haul lumber at the rate of $15 a car to 
and from Ellaville to Jacksonville and $16 
a carload from Ellaville to Fernandina. 
This contract was observed for some years. 
Not until nearly a year after the revrgani- 
zation of the railroad were they advised 
that the rates had been t#igwi $f per car. 
The lumber company paili the excess, al- 
Ways under protest. Whenever the matter 
of a settlement was approached the busi- 
ness was postponed, with the understanding, 
however, that it would be made all right. 
Generally the road declared chat it would 
not refund any of the money which Bucki 
alleged was excess charges. 

Bucki not being ab‘e to do business )rofit- 
ably at Ellaville under the advanced rates 
of freight, moved his mill fo Jacksonville. 
Eliaville, once a prosperous town, is now a 
deserted village with no population and no 
visible hope tor the future. Bucki named 
as damages the amount of excess paid, 
some thirty-odd thousand dollars, besides 
the loss suffered in the removai of the mill, 
altogether something over $50,000. 45 a de- 
fense, the railroad claimed that tne revr- 
ganized road had not atified the contract 
with Bucki. It also claimed that to refund 
Bucki any money would be in the nature 
of a rebate, which was prohibited by the 
railroad commission law, which came ints 
force after the contract was made. This 
ingenious argument was, however, only su- 
perficial. Colonel Bisbee, in alluding to it, 
said: “Twenty-one dollars a car was the 
maximum limit of charges fixed by the 
railroad commission. Any road could 
charge aS much less as it chose without 
in any way violating the commission law.” 
in summing up, for his client, Colonel Bis- 
bee said: “Did the road adopt this contract 
that the old road made with Bucki? The 
road after 1888 went on and derived benefit 
from it, and in that way ratified MH. The 
damages sustained by the Bucki company 
were largely due to the action of President 
Duval. The plaintiff had every reason ty 
believe, from various assurances, that the 
ecntract would be fulfilled. It was the 
high moral character or President Duval to 
fulfill that contract. When he got upon 


the witness stand and declared that he did 


not consider himself morally bound to ful- 
fill that obligation, he smirched his char- 
acter and marred his reputation in the 
eyes of every honest business man, and in 
the view of that statement I should look 
upon every part of his testimony with sus- 
picion.’’ 

The jury was out twelve hours. Its ver- 
dict does not allow any damages resultant 
from the removal of the mill from Ellaville 
to Jacksonville, but simply includes excess 
of freight charges in violation of the con- 
tract, with interest, less some unpaid 
freight charges against Bucki amounting 
to about $6,000. 

«fhe Bucki people own the town tonight, 
and wine flows freely. 


AFTER A RECEIVER 


The Creditors of the Fair Want One 
for That Concern. 

A few minutes after noon yesterday an 
application for the appointment of a receiv- 
er for “The Fair’ was presenied to Judge 
Lumpkin and at 12:30 he signed an order 
setting the hearing of the petition for Jan- 
uary 12th. 

In doing this he refuses to appoint a re- 
ceiver for the present and until both sides 
can be heard. In the meantime Sheriff 
Barnes still remains in charge of the store 
and its contents, and will keep the keys 
until Judge Lumpkin passes on the merits 
of the petition on the date set. 

The bill for a receiver was filed in the 
clerk’s office shortly after 1 o’clock by 
Messrs. Glenn, Slaton & Phillips, and Mr, 
Walter R. Brown. 

This move was predicted from the first 
and it has been in progress since the morn- 
ing after the mortgage foreclosures were 
announced. The allegations in the bill are 
lively ones, and the mortgages given by the 
firm of 8S. Thanhouser & Son are all at- 
tacked. 

It is alleged in the petition that they are 
without consideration. The petitioners also 
pray that they may be permitted to re- 
claim their goods, alleging that the title 
has not yet passed. The number of peti- 
tioners is extensive and the amount repre- 
sented is a large one, aggregating more 
than one-third of the unsecured creditors. 

Among those whose names appear on the 
petition are the following firms: 

Loeb, Livingston & Co., Cincinnati; The 
Coates’ Thread Company; J. R. Simmons,

Editor Constitution—I have small hope,

But I will 
say something on the Indian bureau ques- 
tion, or rather I will quote one, whose 
name and position entitles him to a hear- 
ing. Colonel Thomas W. Higginson is @ 
northern man, and is neither a Jesuit nor a 
Catholic. He commanded a regiment of 
colored troops during the war and was 
ordained a preacher in 1847, though he has 
since retired from the ministry. He is 
very far from the Catholic church. He is @ 
fair-minded and honest man, and does not 
permit himself to be swayed by religious 
prejudice. I respectfully commend to the 
earnest attention of Bishop Nelson Colonel 
Higginson’s views, and I px erage call his 
attention to. the reasons bluntly given by 
Colonel Higginson why an effort is being 
made by the A. P. A.’s, Bishop Nelson and 
his friends to defeat the appropriation for 
Indian schools and support the government 
schools: 

“The secretary of the interior performs 
only an act of ordinary justice in pointing 
out that sectarian schools among the Amer- 
ican Indians occupy a wholly different posi- 
tion from sectarian schools in the several 
states. So far as they receive public sup- 
port im the states. they have usually forced 
themselves in; but in the case of Indian 
schools, the sects were distinctly invited in, 
under General Grant's policy. It is curious 
to find observers so intelligent as Rev. 

L. Wayland and Mrs. Mary A. Livermore 
wholiy ignoring this fact. Not only were 
the several denominations invited to do the 
werk, but it was urged as a publie duty. 
This request being nade, the natural result 
followed. The Roman Catholic church, 
with its splendid organization, stepped in 
at once and dituneed all the others. The 
different bodies received payment from the 
government in proportion to the work done. 
The Roman Catholics drew in 1883 tne 
amount of $369,635, the Presbyterians $29,040, 
the Congregationalists $25,736, the Episco- 
alians $4,360, the Methodists nothing, the 

‘riends $10,020, and other denominations 
smaller sums. The total amount was 
$525,881—the Catholics receiving and ex- 
perding. as has been said, $369,535, and all 
cthers $156,346. It is to be observed that 
not a dollar of this was gratuity, in either 
case; every dollar was for work done, and 
done in answer to an express call from 
the government. Grant that the whole 
system was wrong; it was the United 
States government which made it wrong. 
To issue the call to the denominations and 
then turn in wrath upon the body that 
responded to the call most efficiently is as 
if, when the fire bell rings, a fine should be 
imposed upon the men who get their engine 
first to the fire. 

“The secretary of the interior further 
points out that to aiter this system by a 
singlke stroke would be a vast injustice to 
those who have in good faith entered into 
it, and-that it must be altered by degrees 
only: Nor is it reasonable to expect that 
those who have accomplished @ great suc- 
cess showld be willing to drop it as those 
who have only accomplished a small suc- 
cess. It is easy for the Methodists who, 
from 1886 to 1893, drew and spent but $33,446 
from the United States government for 
schools, to abandon that small amount, as 
they have now done; but it is asking a 
great deal more of the Roman Catholics, 
who have drawn and spent during the same 
time no less than $2,366, When the Na- 
tional League for the Protection of Ameri- 
can Institutions, im 1892, asked the different 
denominations to withdraw voluntarily 
from receiving the public money for 
schools, the Roman Catholic bishop, Marty, 
replied that their Indian schools ‘were not 
benefiting the ' denominations, but the In- 
dian alone,’ and added, ‘the church will 
endeavor to provide for her own whatever 
the state may do.’ (Lake Mohonk Indian 
conference, 1592, page 62.) 

“There remains another reason, obvious 
to every fair mind, why the Roman Cath- 
olics, having once secured their church 
schools among the Indians, are less ready 
to abandon them than the Protestants to 
discontinue theirs. By the express claims 
of speakers at the Muhonk Indian confer- 
ence already cited, the Protestant denomin- 
ations are willing enough to abandon their 
own denominational schoois, because the 
public or contract schools are already, in 
many cases, church schools of the Protest- 
ant description. Mrs. A. 8. Quinton, one of 
the ablest speakers at the Mohonk confer- 
ence in 1892, said in so many words: ‘The 
church (meaning, of course, the Protestant 
church) will look after the religious schools 
and the religious culture in the government 
schools. * Lay are government schools 
today which are ristian schools; I have 
seen them. Among the Moquis just coming 
down from their lodges in Arizona into 
civilized homes, a government school is 
today illustrating the fact that government 
schoois are Christian schools by the pres- 
ence of Christian teachers. Superintendent 
and Mrs. Collins are as distinctly Christ- 
lan teachers as you ever met with in any 
denominational school. At the very first 
exhibition I attended in that school they 
came forward and recited the Golden Texts 
of three months. I do not know many 
white Sunday schools where that couid be 
done. Their hymns and recitations of Scrip- 
ture.were just such as we should wish for 
our own mission schools.’ (Report, page

Gossip Says That a Bill Will Be Introduo-

Macon, Ga., December 28.—(Special.)—A 
well-known railroad man says that it is 
probable that a bill will be introduced at 
rhe next session of the legislature to repeal 
tno Glenn law, which subjects all railroad

in each county and city through which it 
passes or in which it lies. It is not known 
who will introduce the bill, but one thing 
.« certain—the repeal will be fought as 
nard as it will bo advocated. The rail- 
roads claim that the bill imposes a great 
hardship at the present time, especiaily as 
most of the railroads are in the hands of 
receivers and otherwise ‘financially de- 
pressed. It is said that it was in contem- 
pation to introduce the repeal bill at the

Mr. Larry Sturges, a citizen of Girard, has 
been attending Dr. King’s exhibitions and 
‘ has several times been hypnotized. Mr. 
| Sturges places the utmost confidence in 
Dr. King and a look from the latter was 
quite sufficient to put Mr. Sturges to sleep. 

‘Or Christmas Day Mr. Sturges was out 
at Wildwood park in attendance upen one 
{ of Dr.rKing’s performances. Upon returning 
‘home Mr. Sturges saw Dr. King, who in- 
stantly hypnotized him and let him go 
home in such a condition as to cause 
alarm. He slept nearly all that night and 
the next day and seemed at all times, when 
roused, to be in a semi-unconscious condi- 
tion. 

This, of course, caused much excitement 
among Mr. Sturges’s family and neighbors, 
and on yesterday Dr. King was sent for 
to wake him up and at the same time the 
messenger informed the doctor that should 
he refuse he would be prosecuted. Dr. 
King refused to wake up Mr. Sturges and 
told the messenger that they might have 
him arrested if they chose. Consequently 
@ man came over to procure a warrant for 
the doctor’s arrest. This he failed to get, 
as there was no law covering the case. 
So Mrs. Sturges and her daughter immedi- 
ately called upon the doctor to know what 
he was going to do. In the meantime a 
crowd of young men from the Alabama 
side were preparing to organize and carry 
King by force to Mr. Sturges’s home to 
wake him up. Upon meeting Dr. King, Mrs. 
Sturges was informed that the cause of 
her husband's condition was from the fact 
thet he was under treatment for epilepsy 
and was in no danger whatever. Dr. King 
then sent for Mr. Sturges to come to his 
office. In a short while he arrived still in a 
somnambulistic condition. After some sug- 
gestions by the doctor he was waked up 
and was in fine spirits. Mr. Sturges is 
somewhat given to drink and Dr. King as- 
sured him that he would never drink any 
more and would not suffer from epilepsy 
either. Mr. Sturges says that the past two 
days seem to him like a dream. 


FIRE IN COLUMBUS. 


A Child Burned to Death—Two Houses 
Destroyed. 

Columbus, Ga., December 28.—(Special.)— 
A disastrous fire occurred in the extreme 
northern portion of this city tonight on 
account of the long distance the firemen 
had to run. Two houses were entirely 
enveloped in the flames by the time they 
reached the scene. The wind was blowing 
at a fearful rate, and for a time the de- 
struction of thousands of dollars worth of 
property seemed inevitable. Over a thou- 
sand feet of hose had to be stretched to 
convey water to the fire and five dwellings 
were consumed before the flames could be 
checked. The property destroyed was owned 
by‘ Mr. A. W. White, and the presumption 
is that the fire was of incendiary origin, 
as it first caught in a vacant house. Only 
a few weeks ago Mr. White lost six 
tenement houses adjoining those qoansumed 
tonight, which also started in a vacant 
house. Mr. White’s loss by tonight’s fire 
is estimated at $2,000, partly covered by 
insurance. 

Lucile, the five-year-old daughter of Mr. 
C. M. Griffith, was burned to death this 
afternoon. The child was in a room alone, 
and, while walking before the fire, her dress 
became ignited and before assistance ar- 
rived her body was burned almost to a 
crisp.

Heretofore it has been found impossible 
for the south to compete with the west 
in raising cattle for food purposes on ac- 
count of the great expenses of feeding and 
fattening thém on corn, hay, bran and other 
food stuffs, while the limitless prairies of 
grass throughout the west feed and fatten 
them with Iittle or no expense to the 
owners. 

For that reason cattle raising in the 
South has never been pursued on a large 
scale, but if this experiment of fattening 
them on cotton seed hulls and meal proves 
successful, 
that the cattle industry of the south will 
become a big thing. 

A successful termination of the experi- 
ment will mean, in addition to the im- 
mense trade it will bring the south in live 
Cattle, also the establishment of packing 
houses. And besides the commercial ad- 
vantage, southern cattle raising would 
greatly reduce the price of beef now paid in 
the south and the saving to them on that 
article of necessity would amount to a 
large sum. 

The great western packihg houses have 
a@ monopoiy of the business under the pres- 
ent conditions, they having the advantage 
of cheap food for cattle raising and of 
being right where the cattle are, occa- 
sioning no immense freight expense, as 
would be borne by southern and northern 
packing houses, should they be established. 
Mr. John Oliver, president of the Gate 
City. Oil Company, was seen yesterday and 
in response to a question said that his 
company intended to make a success out 
of the experiment, if possible, “We can 
feed and fatien cattle for about ten 
cents per hea@ per day on cat- 
ton seed hulls and meal,”’ 
Mr. Oliver,- ‘‘whereas to feed them on 
hay, corn and bran it would cost about 
three times that much. We believe that if 
the experiment of hull and meal feeding 
can ever be made a success, it can be done 
now on account of the exceedingly low price 
of cotton seed. 

“It requires about sixty or ninety days to 


Mr. Oliver, ‘“‘therefore we cannot predic 
what will be the result of the experiment 
at the present time, some cattle taking 
longer than others to fatten.”’ 

Mr. Oliver said that the cattle would be 
sold and shipped north, the s!aughterin 
facilities of the south being so pvor at th 
present time, that almost all of the me 
consumed here is killed and packed in th 
west. 

The 3,000 head of cattle which are on 
their way to Atlanta and Charlotte came 
from Sinton, Tex., a station near Laredo 
on the Mexican border. They were purchas- 
ed and shipped by Mr. Henry Oliver, who 
went to Texas for that purpose, and cost 
on an average of about $20.50 per head on 
board the cars at Sinton. Delivered in At- 
lanta and Charlotte the 3,000 head will cost 
about $75,000. 

The first shipment which came in yester- 
day was unloaded at the company’s mill, 
at Clark’s Cove, and was a very fine herd, 
every one of the 50 being in first-class 
condition in every respect. Another train 
load of eighteen cars is due. today and the 
remainder, will come next week. 

If all expectations are realized the Gate 
City Oil Company will soon have 3,000 of

St. Louis Physicians Make a Valuable 
Discovery.

The duration of typhoid fever is to be 
shortened by ten or twelve days. To the 
medical profession of St. Louis must be 
awarded the credit of the method of treat- 
ment by which this boon to suffering hu- 
manity is to be brought about. The treat- 
ment consists in the application of the pure 
gall of an ox to the typhoid stricken pa- 
tient. This discovery has been made by 
Dr. Heine Marks, of the city hospital, in 
conjunction with Dr. Henry Summa, also 
of this city. 

The ox gall is used upon purely physio- 
logical principles. It is a fact well estab- 


an absolute essential to have a certain 
amount of bile in the intestinal canal. 
During an attack of typhoid fever, as of 
other diseases, there is a constant waste of 
this bile going on. Replace this bile and 
you check the disease, and this can be re- 
laced by ox gall, which is stated by er- 
iment medical authorities to be nature's 
phyysiological antiseptic.

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Make Justice Swift and Sure. 

Our special correspondent who was 
sent to Brovks county to write up the 
recent trouble in that locality, had the 
following in his last special: 

The truth is, the people of that section 

_ are wholly displeased with the officers they 
pow have and on them they lay much 
of the blame. More than once I heard the 
sheriff, Mr. Thrasher, severely and terri- 
bly criticised, while the judge of the court 
did mot escape the censure. On them and 
the tardy manner in which justice has 
been meted out all of the blame was laid. 
The peuple generally were of the opinion 
that none of the trouble would have oc- 
curred if the law had been pushed right 
along and the offenders made to suffer. 
They were all of the opinion that the 
‘officers were too easy, and many openly 
assert that that was the cause of the re- 
cent shooting and killing in that section of 
the county. | 

Similar complaints are made in other 
counties and the evil practice of lynch- 
ing is the outcome of this state of af- 
fairs. When the people know that jus- 
tice is swift and sure, and that the 
officials will do their duty without los- 
ing any time there will be no tempta- 
tion to resort to lynch law. 

In New York the Police Captain 
Stephenson, who was charged with cor- 
ruption a few weeks ago, has been 
tried, convicted and sent to the peniten- 
tiary. There wus no delay in his case, 
and the people are satisfied. 

In Augusta when a negro nrurdered 
two men, a few days ago, a special ses- 
sion of court was called for today to 

‘try him. 
This is the way to administer justice, 
and we regret that ii was not adopted 
in the case of Joe Dean, who is now in 
our county jail for the murder of Mr. 
Leigh, in Campbell county. In such a 
case, almost unparalleled in Georgia, 


*__ the court-should have been convened at 


once, and short work should have been 
made with the murderer. Possibly the 
officials thought that a special term was 
unnecessary, as the regular term is only 
a few weeks off, but they have made 
no annoucenient or statement to satisfy 
the public. 

We must get rid of the law's delay in 
criminal cases, and if the courts now 
lack the power to rush this class of busi- 
ness the next legislature should give 
them that power. 

Speedy and certain justice in the 
courts will do away with mob violence 
and make this a land of law and order. 


Shylock in the Saddle. 

A correspondent stationed in Washing- 
ton to give Wall street operators the 
earliest tips, writes to the New York 
hews bureau that the knowledge that 
the present congress will do nothing in 
the way of financial legislation has re- 
vived talk of a currency commission. 

This would be a great scheme. The 
people, having selected representatives 
to ‘legislate for them, on the lines laid 

Own by the democratic platform, these 

apresentatives, having been bought or 

dozed in the interests of the Wall 


Street bunk syndicate, are now willing . 


to farm out the power conferred on 
them by the people to a currency com- 
mission. 

Why? Not for the purpose of accom- 
plishing anything, but solely for the 
purpose of giving a job to a lot of im- 
beciles and cuckoos whom the people 
have discredited by refusing to return 
them to congress. Congress is now ap- 
proaching the limit of its term. On the 
4th of March a majority of the cuckoos 
and imbeciles whe have been parading 
as democrats will be out of a job. Hay- 
ing served the money power faithfully, 
it is now proposed to find warm places 
for a number of them on a so-called cur- 
rency commission. 

If it could be so arranged that the 
bank syndicate and the bond forcers 
would pay the salaries of the fat-witted 
ecuckoos who will be appointed on the 
commission the people would offer no 
objection, but the money will have to 
come out of the people’s treasury. View- 
ed in this light. the proposed commis- 
sion is a piece of jobbery, pure and 
simple.

treasury notes by an issue of 3 per cent 
bonds—to substitute a debt that bears

rency that is not legal tender, issued 
and eontrolled by the banks. 

The correspondent of the news bureau 
from whom we quoted in the beginning | 
of this article, concludes with this state- 
ment, which perfectly reflects the pur- 
pose and desire of the Wall street in- 
terests: 

The organization of the new house in 
the fifty-fourth congress will be made on 
lines laid down by Reed, of Maine. A finan- 
cial recommendation from a post-mortem 
democratic committee would have no more 
weight with the next congress than would 
one from the civil service commission on the 
emperor of China. What then is the gov- 
ernment to do, and what are the people to 
look for in the meantime? Gold will be 
withdrawn and bonds will be sold to re- 
store the reserve, but the seesaw perform- 
ance will eventually ruin public credit. 
What will President Cleveland do? The 
only thing he can do ig to call an extra 
session of the fifty-fourth congress. 
can look to the republicans for bond liegis- 
lation and he can expect them to act 
promptly under Reed’s masterly control. 
What an achievement for Reed and his 
party to fund the $340,000,000 greenbacks into 
a 3 per cent loan, which would gradually 
retire them, and with them the menace 
to our gold! Such’ measure is already" 
discussed among the republican leaders. 
One thing is certain, the republicans have 
determined to pass remedial legislation, 
and they are equally determined that the 
present congress shall or can do nothing. 
The agitation for calling an extra session 
will be violent after March 4th, but what 
the president will do no one knows. 

This is the engaging programme that 
has been cut out for congress by the 
money power. It will be observed that 
it doesn’t make a particle of difference 
to the money power and the bank syn- 
dicate which party controls congress. 
They hope that the present subservient 
body, with its disgraceful record, may 
be induced to further contract the cur- 
rency by issuing bonds and retiring the 
greenback and legal tender notes, but 
if there should be honest men enough 
left to balk it, then the gold trust and 
the bank syndicate will proceed gayly 
to compel additional bond issues while 
their subsidized organs and the cuckoo— 
assistants, work up public opinion in 
favor of an extra session. 

The fact that the new congress is a 
republican body doesn’t trouble the Shy- 
locks—in fact it rather pleases them, 
for if there is to be found anywhere on 
earth a more disgraceful display of sub- 
serviency than the present democratic 
congress has exhibited, it will have to 
be looked for in a republican congress, 
where the views of the leaders are in- 
vented and patented by the bank syn- 
dicate. 

It will be interesting to note with 
what speed the republican leaders will 
rush their party toward the certain 
destruction that awaits the organization 
which commits itself to the policy of 
depriving the people of government 
notes and supplying the vacuum with 
bank netes. The tactics of Reed in the 
house and of John Sherman in the sen- 
ate will be worth noting. 


China’s War Indemnity. 

The New York Herald’s Washington 
correspendent says: 

A great deal of interest Is felt among 
public men here in regard to the reports 
as to the indemnity that China will have 
to pay Japan. It is generally taken for 
granted that the indemnity will be paid in 
silver and the most of the metal required 
will come from the United States. This 
May have an important bearing on the 
mcnetary question here, for if the silver 
is obtained in this country it will doubtless 
be paid for in gold, and will not only stop 
the export of gold from the United States 
to Europe, but will set the current for the 
time being strongly in the other direction. 

Why should China pay her indemnity 
to Japan in silver? She will probably 
borrow from Europe the gold equiva- 
lent of silver and pay it to the victors. 
Much of this gold, it is safe to say, will 
be drawn by Europe from this country. 


The Bond-Forcing Scheme. 

In the current issue of The Wall 
Street Journal, published by the Dow- 
Jones news agency, we find the follow- 
ing interesting piece of information: 

A gentleman who has had a talk recently 
with President Cleveland says: “I feel pretty 
Sure that President Cleveland anticipates 
no relief from otr legislators on the cur- 
rency situation during the next session, 
and that he feels it his duty to use what 
power he has to maintain the credit of 
the country. At the same time he fears 
that the exercise of this power, namely, 
the’ issue of bonds, will intensify the evils 
so as to cause a great deal of uneasiness 
among business men. He believes, how- 
ever, that it is necessary that the situation 
should be plainly seen by the country to 
be very bad in order that an extra session, 
if called, shall be able to accomplish some 
good, It is a fact that the American peo- 
ple require the plainest and severest ob- 
ject lessons before they can be forced to 
act unanimously and sensibly. I anticipate 
another bond issue in January and one a 


month or two 4ater. By that time the peo- 
ple will be thoroughly aroused. 


This talk is from the inside, and, so far 
as the accuracy of the information goes, 
is worth a column of gossip from Wash- 
ington. It will be noted that the ad- 
ministration gives the Wall street bank 
syndicate the right of way to the treas- 
ury, not only for the purpose of drain- 
ing the gold out of the treasury to en- 
rich the participating banks, but in or- 
der to compel the present congress or 
the next (when called in extra session) 
to retire the greenbacks and legal ten- 
der notes, and give to the national banks 
the entire control of the currency. 

It remains to be seen what the result 
of the proposed object lesson in bond 
issuing will be. The people are as ut- 
terly without representation in the pres- 
ent congress as they will be in the 
next; and the democrats in this congress 
Will be just as responsible for the finan- 
Cial legislation of the republican con- 
gress as they are for the repudiation of 
democratic principles that has already 
occurred. 

If the present congress had done its 
duty, or the smallest part of its duty, 
the people would feel that their Inter- 
ests were safe in the keeping of that 
party, no matter what the attitude of 
the administration might be. But the 
leaders of the party in congress have | 
proven themselves to be as subservient 
as the money power could desire. By 
thelr inaction they have made them- 
selves responsible for whatever the re- 
publicans may do in the next congress. 
They have permitted the unlawful is-

is | they shave. given the people an excuse 


for administering as severe a rebuke to 
a party as was ever administered to a 
political organization. By overwhelm- 
ingly defeating the democrats in the fall 
elections, the people have said to the 
congressional leaders: “You have dis- 
gusted the country by your subserviency. 
You are not fit te be trusted. We will 
put an end to your power for evil.” 

Language could not be made plainer 
than the result of the fall elections. If 
there had been in the present congress 
one leader capable of cutting loose from 
the bonds of patronage and patriotic 
enough to take a bold stand for the 
rights and interests of the people, the 
country would not now have to face the 
contingencies offered by an irresponsi- 
ble and a reckless administration, short- 
ly to be backed by a corrupt republican 
congress. The people are already 
aroused, as was shown by their rebuke 
of the time-serving democratic congress. 
They are aroused, but they have no 
remedy. They have elected men to 
serve the banks and the Shylocks, and 
they will have to suffer the conse- 
quences. 


An Eastern View. 

The Springfield Republican says that 
southerners are very much mistaken if 
they suppose that the east is’ jealous, 
envious, anxious or very much disturbed 
over the building of new cotton mills in 
the south. Then it proceeds to minim- 
ize the southward movement as follows: 

We know the mixed motive behind this 
movement, and the proper weight to give 
to the different inducements the south holds 
eut to the cotton manufacturer. We know 
that some of those inducements, like cheap- 
er cotton and coal, are likely te be of 
considerable duration, if not permanent, 
while others, like cheaper labor, longer 
hours for the laborers and the practical 
absence of restrictive legislation in the in- 
terest of the laborers, will endure only until 
the laborers get ready to demand the same 
treatment that their northern brethren re- 
ceive. Cotton and coal will not always be 
so much cheaper in the south than in the 
north as now. The time will come when 
the difference in the cost of transportation 
will be all the @difference in the cost of 
both raw materials of the cotton mills to 
the northern and the southern consumer. 
When that time comes, the matter of the 
relative cost of transportation of the fin- 
ished product to market from northern or 
southern mills will have an important bear- 
ing upon the compared profits of mills in 
either section. * * * When the time 
comes that southern labor is not cheap 
enough for them, they will do as they have 
done at the north, import, or obtain in 
some way labor that is cheap. Within a 
generation the laborers in the mills at 
Chicopee were nearly every one American. 
Then came Irish, who would work cheaper, 
and they crowded the Americans out; after 
them came the French-Canadians, who 
were too sharp competitors for the Irish- 
man’s job, and of late Poles have crowded 
out the French to a large extent. The 
Dwight mills are by no means unique in 
this respect at the north, and southern 
manufacturing centers may look forward 
to the same experience, as this wholly 
natural tendency of business to move along 
the lines of least resistance, and locate it- 
self where, on the whole, the conditions 
are best adapted to it, is illustrated by this 
southward migration of cotton mills. 

We do not Khow what chauges may 
occur in transportation, but when the 
mills once establish themselves in sight 
of the cotton fields they will never leave 
them. Cheap coal and cheap labor will 
be among our advantages for genera- 
tions to come. The tirst is inexhausti- 
ble, and as living must always be cheap- 
er here, with our genial climate and pro- 
ductive soil, we shall naturally have 
cheaper labor than the north ean obtain. 

The Republican’s article is significant 
only in its labored effort to prove that 
the east will sometime in the indefinite 
future find cotton manufacturing more 
profitable than it is at present, and that 
southern competition will not. a cen- 
tury hence, perhaps, be as formidable 
as it is now. 
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Compliments of the Season, 

The republican and mugwump news- 
papers are devoting unusual attention 
to southern news just at present. 

Some of our northern contemporaries 
group togetber ail the criminal items 
that can be gleaned from the south. The 
Springfield Republican, for instance, 
has the following head HLnes: “Christ- 
mas in Florida—Five Murders With 
OtKer Incidental Crimes.” Similar col- 
lections with lurid headlines appear in 
other papers. 

Georgia is getting more than her share 
of abuse on account of the Brooks coun- 
ty affair. The Brooklyn Eagle advises 
rovernor Northen to revise his recent 
letter to Mr. Henry Knauff, of Tennes- 
see, in which he gave a glowing account 
of our advantages and inducements, and 
says that every month or two there are 
manifestations of barbarism and sav- 
agery in various parts of our state. 

Texas is catching it, too, because her 
authorities are trying to arrest Mr. 
Flagler and other Standard Oil million- 
aires. This is construed by the north- 
ern press as an attempt to oppress and 
blackmail outside capitalists, after in- 
ducing them to make large investments 
in Texas. 

Altogether, we are under about the 
hottest crossfire that we have suffered 
since reconstruction days, and religious 
bodies in the north and many newspa- 
pers in this country and in Europe are 
seriously asking the federal govern- 
ment to take the south in charge and 
settle matters. iy 

And yet this crusade against our sec- 
tion is both unjust-and absurd. New 
York city and Chicago each contain 
about as many inhabitants as the entire 
state of Georgia, and each of these cities 
had more crimes of violence reported 
during Christmas week than occurred 
in Georgia. This fact is known to all 
thoughtful newspaper readers, but there 
is no organized effort to injure and boy- 
cott those cities. 

Why is so much stress laid upon every 
criminal incident in the south? We do 
not know, but we do know that for two 
years past there has been a southward 
movement of capital and settlers, and 
cotton mills. The eastern papers op- 
pose this movement, and it may be that 
their overdrawn pictures of southern 
barbarism. are designed to check it. 

Time will set everything right. We 
are working out our problems as well 
as we can, and we maintain that, des- 
pite exceptional lawlessness, the south 
is the most peacefal and law-abiding 
section of the union. While the world 
stands there will always be murderers, 
white as well as black, and their vic- 
tims will also belong to both races. But 
we contend that there is less violence in 


the south every year, and the records | 


| 


many known murderers as the single 
city of New York. 

If the south is a land of barbarism, 
how is it that thousands of northern 
people of good standing, who came here 
before the war and since, remain here in 
preferance to returning to their old 
homes or going elsewhere? The stories 
of southern barbarism do not come from 
these northerners who khow the facts, 
but from the outside northerners who 
know nothing about us except what 
they have heard from their south-hating 
fanatics.

Free Railways. 
From The New York Recorder. 

A sign of the socialistic—or ‘s nationalistic 
the more correct word?—drift of the time 
is the startling proposition which is now be- 
ing discussed in England to make the rail- 
v ays of that country free. 

Mr. R. A. Cooper, the leader of the move- 
ment, takes the ground that there is no 
nore justification for the railroad ticket of- 
fice than there was for-the old turnpike 
gates, “Let us travel free of chargt, and 
maintain all the train service the people 
want out of the rates and taxes,” is his 

latform. 

Whatever may be thought of this propos- 
al from our American standpoint, it is 
worth observing that English public opinion 
receives it very “papecrsami end that it # 
being debated quite seriousiy. 

It ,* Socteneeal that the English people 
pay $150,000,000 a year In railway fares, and 
for much less than that sum, raised by tax- 
ation, it is claimed by the free railway ad- 
vocates that six times as Many persons as 
now use the steam cars could be carried. 

An interesting fact in conn¢ction with this 
English agitation is that the example of 
American railroads in making reasonable 
reductions of fares and freight rates is be. 
ing quoted over there as evidence against 
the British railroad managers. 

Mr. James Hole, one of the leaders of the 
English movement, Says: “In the United 
States, on the eighteen principal lines of 
railway, the average ton-mile rate was 
reduced between 1873 and 1893 from 1.985 
cents to 0.79 cents, being a reduction of not 
less than 60 per cent, and that ‘during the 
same period the average all-rail rate 
charged for the transportation of @ bushel 
of wheat from Chicago to New York was 
reduced from 33 cents to 14.2 cents, being a 
reduction of considerably more than one- 

alf.’ % .

to the low range of American transporta- 
tion charges and of ocean freights that 
American wheat and grain have now for 
many years been landed in England at

HOMESEEKERS EXCURSIONS. 


Decision by Commissioner Stahlman 
Naming Special Rates. 

At a reent meeting of the rate commit- 
tee of the Southern Passenger Association 
the question of rates for land or homeseek- 
ers excursions from Ohio and Mississippi 
river gateways came up and the committee 


failing to agree on a rate, the matter was 
referred to Commissioner Stahlman for 
decision. 


The commissioner has issued a circular 
deciding that a rate of one fare for the 
round trip from Ohio and Mississippi river 
gateways to all points in Kentucky, Ten- 
hessee, Alabama, Mississippi, North and 
South Carolina and points in Georgia as 
far east as Augusta. The tickets will be of 
the iron-clad signatfre form, and will be 
limited to twenty days from date of sale, 
continuous passage in both directions. The 
tickets will be sold on January 8th, Feb- 
ruary Sth, March ith, April 2d and April 
50, 1895. These excursions are intended to 
encourage immigration from the north and 
west to the south, and railroad men be- 
lieve that they will be of great importance 
in that direction. There is undoubtedly a 
movement extant in the west towards 
southern immigration and the cheap rates 
offered prospective homeseekers by th» 
above decision will be taken advantage of 
by large numbers of them, so the railroad 
people think. 

New Passenger Agent. 

Mr. C. W. Murphy, formerly division pas- 
senger agent of the Southern railway at 
Asheville, N. C., has been appointed trav- 
eling passenger agent of the Southern 
Pacific railway, with headquarters at Sa- 
vannah, Ga. 

Mr. Murphy is well known among the 
railroad men of the south and his ap- 
pointment will be received with gladness 
by his many friends among them. The ap- 
pointment was made by 8. F. B. Morse, 
general passenger agent of the Southern 
Pacific, and taxes effect on January 1, 1895.

Charles L. Stone, 
general passenger agent of the Chicago 
and Eastern [illinois, will have general 
charge of the train, and E. P. Broughton, 
general superintendent of the road, will 
accompany it to Evansville, Ind. En- 
gines will be changed at Terre Haute, 
Danville, Nashville and Chattanooga. 

The train will travel over the Chicago 
and WBPastern Illinois, the Evansville and 
Terre Haute, the Louisville and Nashville, 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
and the Western and Atlantic, the most 
direct route from Chicago to Atlanta. The 
distance is 733 miles. 

Terre Haute will be reached at 5.50 a. m. 
Evansville at 8:05 a. m, 

Nashville at 11:30 a. m. 

Chattanooga at 3 p. m. 

Atlanta at 5:30 p. m. 

The train is decorated handsomely and 
bears on the sides of the coaches immense 
streamers advertising the Cotton States 
and International exposition, with words 
of good cheer from Chicago to the south. 
It will carry, besides members of the edl- 
torial and business corps of The Herald, 
about forty of Chicago’s brightest news- 
boys. 

Some of these will be dropped at Terre 
Haute, Evansville, Nashville and Chatta- 
nooga, and the remainder will be carried 
to Atlanta.

Being from the city where the 
world’s fair was heft, he was conversant 
with expositions and the work necessary 
to make one a success. It did not take Mr. 
Fiinn long to learn that the coming expo- 
sition would be one of the largest ever 
held. My. Flinn, who is one of the best 
newspaper men in the country, quickly re- 
alized that a especial edition of his paper— 
an edition devoted wholly to the exposition 


Before going to work on the special edi- 
tion Mr. Flinn decided to make it a paper 
that would carry the most complete and 


perfect history of the exposition ever 
printed in one edition of a paper. 
And the indications are that he

succeeded. 
The entire work was done without

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two cities was during the world’s fair, 


than twenty-three hours. 

That was considereq fast work, But af- 
ter giving the railroad map of the country 
between Atlanta and Chicago a careful 
| study, Mr. Flinn and The Herald people 
came to the conclusion that the trip could 
be made in iess time than that made by 
the fast world’s fair train.

Then the management of the paper de- 
cided to put his exposition edition of The 
Herald on the train in Chicago before the 
dampness lia left the paper and to fetch 
it right into Atlanta, letting it reach this 
city almost before the ink was dry.

tion. The instant the train rolls into the 
union depot the news boys who sold papers 
in Chicago yesterday afternoon will be on 
the streets of Atlanta With papers fresh 
‘from a Chicago press. 

That’s moving a little bit. 

If the trip is made within the scheduled 
time, and the best railroad men of the 
country say that it can be done, it will be 
&@ run of a’nost fifty miles an hour not 
including the stops. The train will have the 
right of way over all of the lines from th 
minute it leaves Chicago till it gets to 
Atlanta and will make no Stops except at 
Evansville, Nashville and Chattanooga 
where copies of the paper will be scattered. 

The paper, fudging by the advance 
sheets, will be one of the most complete 
and thorough of the kind every got out. 
Mr. Flinn is one of the best and most 
competent newspaper men in the country 
and when he determined to make the paper 
one for the Atlanta exposition he decided 
to make it thorough and complete. 

And that it will be, so those who know 
the enterprise and vim of The Chicago Her- 
ald people have not the least doubt. 

But this afternoon that paper will be on 
the streets of Atlanta and the people will 
be given an opportunity to judge for them- 
Selves. With the special trairh there will 
come an army of Chicago newsboys and a 
staff of reporters who will write up the 
trip after the party goes home. Mr. Robert 
Ansley and Mr. J. J. Flinn will be along 
with the train.

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The Cold Weathea Causing Much Suffering 
in the City. 


ASSISTANCE BEING PROMPTLY GIVEN 


Officers ofthe Weather Bureau Think That 
It Will Gradually Grow Warmer, 
4 Sure Eaongh Bliaard. 


At 2:30 o’clock this morung the 
thermometer registered two degrees 
above zero. 


Blithe winter is the guest of the sanny 
south and is making himself at home. He 
is taking all the liberties that he enjoys 
up among the icé floes and the polar bears 
and yesterday he vindicated the wisdom of 
the weather man who had said the night 
before that Friday would be colder than 
Thursday had been. 

It was ‘son@iderably colder. Wiater 
frisked about at will, bringing into service 
all the overcoats, muffs aud wraps that 
could be had, giving the coal men a good 
trade and the motorman 4 bad jvub. 

It was almost impossible to keep warm 
under any circumstances. 

The change of temperature had a great 
effect on business in Atlanta. Unly those 
who were able to be on the streets were 
out and those who were forced to brave 
the cold put on their heaviest wraps and 
went at a rapid walk. 

Local Forecast Officer Hunt, however, 
takes a very cheerltul view yf the situa- 
tion. 

‘There is nothing to be disturbed 
about,’ said he. ‘There is nothing un- 
usual in the spell of weather we are hav- 
ing. 

“In fact, we are to be congratulated that 
it is no worse. The weather is a little 
cold, it is true, but it hus been colder in 
the state ef Georgia by several degrees. 
The records show that in the monta of 
December, 1890, the temperature went down 
1 degree below zero. 

‘This was one of the coldest days that 
Atlanta ever had and tnis weather is not 
a marker to it. It ie a little chilly out, 
it is true, but we had some cold weather 
last year also. 

“You will remember the 16th of January, 
1893, as one that suggested the need of 
The thermometer on tnat day 
registered the temperature at 8 degrees 
above zero, and at 3 o’clock today it was 
only ll degrees. * 

“No, 1 don’t think it is going to get any 
colder. On the contrary Il believe the 
weather will moderate gradually, and by 
Sunday it will be very agrevable.” 

The Poor Sufferer. 

The cold weather has made it very hard 
for the poor people of Atlunta. {t caught 
them unawares and there has been con- 
siderable suffering in consequence. 

The calls for aid at the office of the 
Atlanta Charitable Association yesterday 
were unusually numerous. There were 
people who asked for assistance tnat never 
did so before. The requests, principally, 
were for coal and wood. 

Dr. J. D. Turner, the president of the 
association, and his assistants, did every- 
thing in their power to relieve the distress 
of those who cailed upon them, and even 
put themselves to the trouble of looking 
up people who were reported to them as 
being in need of assistance. 

Nobody was turned away that was in 
need of aid. The association 18 giad to 
help those who are in needy circu:nstances, 
and President Turner said yesterday that 
he hoped they would make their wants 
known at the office of the association. 

Cold Discovers the Needy. 

Such days as yesterday bring to the 
surface people in destitute circumstances 
who, under ordinary circumstances, would 
not make their wants known.. 

They are a class of people whose circum- 
stances in life have taught them to be- 
lieve that poverty is a disgrace, They 
have cormag to Atlanta with the hope of 
bettering their conditions and failiug te 
secure employment have been reduced to 
absolute want. 

There are hundreds of such cases in 
Atlanta today. Many of them are people 
who have been in good circumstances and, 
in some instances, occupied high social 
positions. Misfortune in one shape or 
another has overtaken them and they 
become members of that hungry throng 
which is ‘“‘looking for a job.” ° 

An Instance Cited. 

A man of this kind called at the office 
of the charitable association for assist- 
ance yesterday. He was so much em. 
barrassed and humiliated that he failed to 
leave his address. 

This man came to Atlanta four months 
ago in search of work. He brought his 
family here and one of his daughters is 


working in a dry goods store at 5U cents a 
day. is wife, who is in the last stages 
of consumption, works at dressmaking 


when the condition of her health permits. 

The man has made every effort in his 
power to secure a position. Some weeks 
ago a Peachtree street resident] advertised 
for a butler, and the subject of this inci- 
dent went to him and begged for the place. 
He had no experience and was turned 
down. 

In 1860 the father of this man owned 200 
negroes and was worth a half million 
dollars. When he introduced himself to 
Dr. Turner yesterday the latter recognized 
him as a nephew of an old friend who, 
before the war, waa recognized as one of 
the richest and most aristocratic men jn 
Georgia. 

This man himself had a troop of servants 

at his heels and was one of the young 
prasces of southern manhood that gave 
prestige to the social excellence of the 
south. Today he would gladly accept any 
position that will win bread for himself 
and family. ; 
This is not an isolated case. Dr. Turner 
has numerous callers of this kind and If 
there are to be any more such days as 
yesterday the number will increase.

VERDICT OF THE CORONER'S JURY. 


The Man Still Maintsina His Ionocence 
and Ciaims That He Had Nothingto _ 
Do with the Kiilivg, 


The coroner's jury fixed the murder of 


Pearl Harper, the colored girl killed at the 


Kimball house, on Charles Simon. Evi- 
dence against the man was strong and al) 
the testimony pointed to a deliberate, cold- 
bleeded murder. The man still denies that 
he had anything to do with the killing and 
feigns great grief over the death. 

It was shown that Simon had been threat. 
ening the girl for some weeks. The day be- 
fore the killing she ran excitedly into the 
room of another servant saying that 
Charles Simon had drawn a pistol on her 
and started to shoot her. At other times he 
was known to have threatened her, 

Sigmond Loive, the storekeeper in the 
Kimball, was in the cellar when the murder 
occurred, 

“I was in the department next to the one 
in which the woman was killed,” he testi- 
fied. “‘As goon as I heard the two shots I 
ran to the place and saw Simon coming out, 
He had a pistol in his hand.” : 

Loive testified further that he went to 
where the woman had fallen, She was dead 
when he reached her. In the meantime the 
negro man had gone to the other depart- 
ment and was seatea unconcernedly, mend- 
ing shoes, when told of the murder. 

The mother of Pearl Harper is satisfied 
that it was jealousy and disappointment 
that led Simon to kill her. 

‘Pearl had told me that he had threat- 
ened her life,” she said. “She told me on 
Christmas day that he had started to shoot 
her because she had sent a present to an- 
other man, and he had sent her one back. 
This is what made Simon mad. He wanted 
to marry Pearl, too, and she wouldn’t have 


him.” 

A woman who had worked with the dead 
girl testified that she knew he had threaten. 
ed to kill her as Pearl Harper had told her 
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highly refined and ex- 
pensive ingredients, 
and leaves neither acid 
nor alkali in the food. 
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that he had pointed a pistol at her and said 
he would kill her or die. ~

Mr. Venable also stated that he 
did not want the insurance men to pay 
what was not right; that he did not come 
to lobby for one thing or another. 

“IT would not stay in the building myself,”’ 
said Mr. Venable. “The inspectors have 
made their report. If it is adopted the walls 
will be rebuilt whether the insurance men 
pay for them or not.” 

Assistant City Engineer Wilson stated 
that the walls are of soft brick, and ‘that 
Since they have been saturated with water 
it makes them weakér; that three sides of 
the wall were sprung and that they were 
liable to fall. 

Where the City Would Be Liable. 

The opinion of the assistant city attorney, 
Fulton Colville, was requested by the 
council. He stated that the city would be 
liable for any injuries received by people 
in the falling of the walls; that the in- 
spectors had reported the condition of the 
building and whether that report was clear 
or not, it was the duty of the city council 
to act upon it at once. 

Alderman Colvin thought that the Vena- 
ble building should be taken down as the 
inspectors reported. He said that there 
was a building known as the Norcross 
building, and that it had been patched up 
after a fire. One day the tenants were 
obliged to leave hurriedly as the walls 
fell in. He didn’t believe.that this should be 
aNowed to recur. He thought that the 
Venable building should come down at 
once. 

Referred to a Joint Committee. 

Alderman Howell was in favor of some 
inimediate action. He moved that the report 
of the building inspectors be referred

Those present were Aldermen 
Howell, Hirsch and Colvin; Captain Clay- 
ton, city engineer; Mr. Fulton Colville, 
assistant city attorney; Messrs. Joyner, 
and Ogletree, of the board of building in- 
spectors; Contractor B. F. Longley, who 
‘examined the building for Mr. Venable, 
and Mr, A. C, Bruce, the well known ar- 
chitect, who looked into the matter for the 
instrance men. 
' “The meeting was presided over by Alder. 
mah Howell. 
The Building Is Sinking. 

Architect Bruce said that he examined 
the walls carefully and had gone over the 
entire building, except the basement. He 
was of the opinion that the southern and 
western walls were dangerous’ and might

fail : 

“With this statement Mr, B. EF. Longley, 
the contractor, mane *But-he did not 
stop here. He had been into the basement 
and had examined the foundation. He 
stated that there was two feet of water in 
the basement. 

“From what I could see,” said Mr. Long. 
ley, “there are evidences that the building 
is sinking.”’ 

However, Mr. Longley did not believe 
that the front part of the bullding was 
dangerous or likely to fall. 

Committee Reathes an Agreement. 


After a short discussion the report of the 
building inspectors, with the exception of 
one clause, was adopted. This clause 
reads, “‘and be.ieve it will fall in case an 
attempt was made io rebuild it.’”’ 

The report to be acted upon by the coun- 
cil this morning reads as follows: 

“We, the undersigned, to whom your 
notice of the 2ith was referred, woulda re- 
spectfully submit the following as our re- 
pert: After a careful examination of the 
premises known as the old capitol and own. 
ed by Venable Bros. & Coliins, we recom- 
mend that all that portton of the building 
from the west wall of the light shaft aiong 
the south wall, west wall and north wali 
to directly under the parapet pediment be 
taken down at once and the owners so noti- 
tied, as we consider it dangerous. It is 
possible the one story of front wall might 
be used in rebuilding. Etched lines indi- 
cate the walls to be taken down.

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WHAT WAS ITS ORIGIN? 


Every Evidence That the Venable 
Fire was an Incendiary’s Work. 
The evidence of incendiarism is strong. 

The fact that over a hundred gas jets were 
turned on shows that it was the purpose of 
the firebug to cause an explosion. When 
the firemen and patrolmen arrived in the 
place it was almost impossible to remain 
on the second story. It was here that 
the fire originated and the quantity of gas 
had been turned on. 

There is another convincing proof that the 
fire was of incendiary origin. Just before 
the alarm was turned in Officer Turner, 
who was on that beat, passed the building 
and noticed that the swinging doors that 
lead up to the west wing were open. He 
thought that the gentlemen who were 
sleeping there had just gone up. In a few 
minutes the alarm was rung in. 
Turner rushed to the entrance. He was 
surprised to learn that the swinging doors 
had been barred. It was necessary to burst 
them down in order to effect an entrance. 

There is abundant proof that a deter- 
mined firebug was in the building, and the 
case will be looked into by the detectives. 


LEAVING THE BUILDING. 

All of the Office Renters Have Wone 
and Jacobs Is Moving: His Stock. 
The people occupying offices in the Ven- 

able building have deserted them and say 
that they will not return while the building 
is in its present condition. 
Many of the office renters were busy 
during yesterday moving out their books 
and records and office furniture. Some of 
them would not go into the building, but 
sent up draymen t® bring out their effects. 
The Tripod Paint Company is getting its 
stock out as rapidly as possible. The com- 
pany sustained a heavy loss by water, but 
on the advice of the insurauce men moved 
its goods to 41 and 43 Alabama street. 
This firm has a big stock and it will take 
several days more for its removal, if it is 
decided to move all. 
The store of Kellam & Moore, the opti- 
cians, has been closed since the fire. The 
headquarters of the firm have been estab- 
lished at No. 40 Marietta street. Mr. Kel- 
lam stated yesterday that his loss would 
not be less than $15,000 and that it was 
fully covered by insurance. He said that 
he would not move any of the company’s 
goods, as the insurance men had not in- 
structed them what to do, and that they 
would leave it for them to adjust. 
It was late yesterday afternoon when the 
Jacobs’s pharmacy people decided to move 
their goods. They began with immense 
wagons and hauled the stock out of the 
cellars. They will store the stuff on Ala- 
bama street, below Block’s. It will require 
two or three days, if not more, for the re- 
moval of this stock. The damage in the 
basement will amount to not more than 
$7,000 and the total loss to the ceiling and 
goods. upstairs will not exceed $8,000. The 
damage to the electric plant will have to be 
adjusted. 

“The papers overestimated our damage,” 

said Dr. Joe Jacobs yesterday. “It wig 

probably amount to $8,500 in the total. It 
is eovered by insurance. I do not know 
what I shall do. At present I shall simply 
store the stock away in a warehouse and 
decide later upon some plan.”’ 

A Talk with Mr. James Collins. 

Mr., Collins, of Venable Bros. & Collins, 
Was seen yesterday and spoke of the build- 
ing. 
“The building is unsafe, according to the 
inspectors,” said he, “and they should know, 
I would not stay in it and the tenants are 
all leaving. 
“What will be done about another build- 
ing? Why, we haven’t hardly had time to 
turn around. It is not a matter to be de- 
cided in a few days. The council has not 
decided upon what it will do yet. As soon 
as these matters take some tangible shape 
and after the present building has been 
disposed of, we may decrie upon some- 
thing.”’ 

It is exceedingly probable that since so 

much of the building has been condemned 

that it will all be taken down and a hand- 

some building erected in its place.

A Beantifal Young Lady Attacked by a 
Desperate Negro. | 
A FAVORITE WITH ALL WHO KNEW HER 


The Sereams of the Young Lady Fright- 
~ ened the Brute Away,and He Dis- 
appeared in the Darkness. 


A devilish deed wags done at daybreak 
yesterday. 

A beautiful young girl was assaulted 
by a black brute. With fiendish ferocity 
he grasped her fair throat, ture her cloth- 
ing away and finally frightened by her 
screaming left her bruised aud bleeding. 

Faint from the flerce struggle, weak with 
her wounds and half frozen in the icy 
winds, she made her way to the place of 
her work. Friends took her in their care, 
for she was the favorite of all; clothing 
was supplied, and she was removed im- 
mediately to her home. The alarm had 
been given and the news of the deed spread 
speedily about the whole lovality. In a 
few minutes 200 excited men were on the 
spot. Searching parties were organized. 
The officers joined in. They hunted until 
hight, but the brute had made good his 
escape and no clue as to his identity could 
be obtained. if he had been caught it 
is probable that he would have paid the 
penalty with his HhHfe. 

Miss Minnie Minturn, the victim, is not 
quite eighteen years ald. Sue is a girl 
unusually attractive, because of her splen- 
gid character and striking beauty. She 
lives with her parents in a littie white 
house that sets Duck in a grove at the cor- 
ner of McMillan and Marietta streets. 
There is no girl in the neighborhvod more 
popular. From childhood her innocent 
and guileless ways have drawn about her 
a host of young friends and the people 
have been attracted by her charming man- 
ner and all of them have interested them- 
Selves in her welfare. 

She is a devout member of the Barnett 
mission, the little church that stands not 
far from her home, and she is consid¢red 
a model by the members of this church. 
Her attendance upon Sunday school has 
been so remarkable that a fine gold medal 


had been voted to her. For. six years 
without missing a Sunday she has made 


her way from. her home to the church, 
and in all her other duties she was equally 
as prompt. It was for this the medal had 
been voted her. it was to ve a surprise 
medal 


to her. Thursday evening the 
was given to a Whitehall street jeweler 
to be engraved and the members of the 


church had planned for a meeting iast 
night, at which time the yuung lady was 
to be presented with this emblem of their 
esteem. It was a sorrowful day for the 
members of the church when they heard of 
the assault. 

At the place of her work, the Exposition 
cotton mills, Miss Minturn is regarded 
with more than respect. Among the 300 
employes 
Her picturesque beauty and sprightly man- 
ners are a refreshing sight in that place of 
spindles and wheels. Among the rest of 
the girls she is known as the queen. All 
the men in the mill also know her by that 
name. 

Her Walk to the Mill. 

Miss Minturn’s work is such that her 
presence is required at the mill very early 
in the morning. It is about half a mile 
from her home to the factory and the 
nearest way is down the railroad tracks, 
which lead from the rear of her home di- 
rect to the mills. 

It has been customary for the father 
of the girl to accompany her on the early 
morning walk, but on account of sickness 
he was unable to walk with her yesterday 
morning. At first she hesitated whether 
to go, but upon the advice of her mother, 
started over to the home of friends who 
also worked at the same place. 

They had gone before the young lady ar- 
rived, and she was forced to go to her 
work alone. 

The Black Brute anu 

It was just after daybreak and Miss Min- 
turn hurried rapidly along in the chilling, 
biting winds. Her breakfast basket was on 
her arm and as she walked down the track 
there was no feeling of fear or any hint 
at the danger which lurked so near. 

Boyd & Baxter’s furniture factory was 
passed. The grim structure of the Exposi- 
tion mills loomed up in the gray dawn. 
She had scarcely two hundred yards to go, 
when looking around she noticed the form 
of a man following some distance behind. 
At first she was net alarmed, but looking 
back again she noticed that he was a negro 
and that he had quickened his pace and 
Was approaching nearer and nearer. 

Miss Minturn began to walk faster. The 
negro also increased his speed. Perceiving 
this she became thoroughly alarmed and 
started to run down the track. Like a 
hawk at its prey, the fiend darted forward 
and before the girl could realize his in- 
tentions his ruthless fingers were about her 
neck and she was thrown with frightful 
force upon her face. He tightened his 
demon hold about her throat so that she 
was scarcely able to scream and began 
to strike her in the face. 
Struggling and screaming as best she 
could, his victim made determined resist- 
ance, 

Frightened by Screaming. 
His grasp relaxed and She began to 
scream loudly for her father. Hoping to 
scare him away, she began to scream 
louder, calling out to her father to come 
back. 
The man thought he heara some one com- 
ing and suddenly took fright. Striking his 
heipless victim a stinging biow in the face, 
he rushed quickly away and disappeared, 
going.in the direction of Bellwood. 
Miss Minturn was searcely able to drag 
herself to the Exposition mills. Luckily, 
some of her girl friends saw her coming 
and went out te see what the matter was. 
They took her in charge and gave her what 
clothing was needful to protect her almosi 
frozen body from the cold. Bhe remained 
in a small room at the mills for some time, 
where she was tenderly cared for. In the 
meantime the news of the assault had 
reached the other employes. They left 
their work at once and siampeded to the 
ecene. 
The residents of the neighborhood had 
also heard of the occurrence and in a short 
time the whole place was alive with ex- 
cited men. They were determined to locate 
the negro and two of the number visited the 
young girl for the purpose of getting a 
description of her assailant. 
She told the men of how the negro walked 
up behind ang gave the details of his 
heinous attempt. He was dressed in a 
short-cut, light overcoat with the collar 
turned up. A small black hat was pulled 
down over his face, so that it was impossi- 
ble to discern his features. 
With this description the men went out 
on their search, but it was of no avail. 
It was hoped that the negro could be in- 
terrupted in his flight and in the excitement 
of the hour no one thought of giving the 
information in to police headquarters. 
It was after 7 o’clock before the news 
of the crime reached this place. Sergeant 
White left for the scene at once, with sev- 
eral mounted officers. It was hoped that 
dogs could be brought and the man tracked 
down, but the crowd in its excitement had 
trampled over the path by which the negro 
had escaped.

When he 
got near to me I was certain that he meant 
something wrong and that is why I started 
to run. As soon as I ran he began to run, 
too, and then he caught Up with me and 
knocked me down. I began to scream and 
call for my father, like he was just in front 
of me and that made him leave. 

“I don’t think that I could recognize the 
man because he had his hat pulied down 
over his face and his overcoat collar was 
turned up. He was a low man and rather 
stout.” 

The young lady’s mother was very much 
alarmed over her condition and thought 
that the result would be more serious than 
appeared. She was crying bitterly when the 
officers were there and seemed almost in 
as bad a state as the girl. 

‘We arrived so late,”’ said Detective Hol- 
comb, “that there was scarcely any chance 
of getting on the man’s track. The mat- 
ter was not reported at police headaquar- 
ters until some hours after the assault. 
This is to be regretted, as we could have 
called the dogs to the place and perhaps 
given the brute a lively chase 

“It was a most horrible crime. Scarcely 
a rag of clothing was left on the young 
lady’s body after the struggle. When I 
got to the place the clothing, which had 
been torn from her, was scatered over the 
place and there were signs of a fierce en- 
counter. We worked until late and went 
through ali that section of the city, but 
there was not a single clue to the direction 
the man took after he left the young lady. 
It was so early in the morning that no one 
except the workmen was out.”’

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ning to focus its forces in this direction 
and for months’7 before the gates are 
thrown open professional experts will be 
here to learn ‘the city and map out their 
line of work. Anticipating this, arrange- 
ments are being made to check their ca- 
reer. The patrolling of the grounds will be 
a matter of no small importance, as the 
success of the exposition in a sense de- 
pends upon the service of these men em- 
ploved by the city to handle the immense 
crowds that will come, preserve order and 
protect the people. 

The board of police commissioners have 
made their estimate of the appropriation 
required for this work. At the next meet- 
ing of the board these arrangements will 
be discussed and the estimate sent to the 
city council for approval. 

The approximate estimate will put the 
appropriation required at $28,000. This 
amount will be distinct from the regular 
annual appropriation required for the oper- 


ation of the police department. 

The organization of the exposition force 
as planned will be separate from the usual 
city force. The chief of police will, of 
course, have entire control. It is probable 
that a police station will be built at the 
grounds. Here a force of fifty patrolmen 
will be put to work. They will be divided 
into two watches instead of three as oper- 
ated in the regular force. These men will 
be under the command of two captains with 
other officers corresponding to the two di- 
visions. 

In addition to these a special force of 
the most skilled detectives will be constant- 
ly upon the grounds. This fcerce will con- 
sist of men from ail parts of the country 
who know the crooks of their sections and 
can spot them upon sight. This feature of 
imported detective specials will be of vast 
value in spotting noted criminals. These 
detectives with the addition of the city de- 
tective force, which will also have to be in- 
creased, will be under the command of the 
chief of detectives. 

This force will operate from the exposi- 
tion police headquarters, which will be 
built inside or very near the grounds. This 
will be the plan adopted by the police com- 
missioners. 

Chief Connolly was seen yesterday! “‘Next 
year,” he said, ‘‘will be the most impor- 
tant in the history of the Atlanta police 
department, and the proper preparations 
will have to be of an extensive nature. 
The times when fakirs flourish most is 
during some big exposition. The number of 
crooks will be in proportion to the crowds 
we are going to have next year. They will 
be here in droves and it will require the 
most strenuous efforts to hold them down. 
The plan of having skilled detectives from 
different sections is a good one. It was 
worked at Chicago’ and was the most val- 
uable method in use for the detection of 
professional criminals. 

“Of course it will be impossible to oper- 
ate the Atlanta department on as large 
a scale as that in use in Chicago. The 
special force of detectives there was made 
up from two men from each large city. 
It will be impossible for us to have that 
many, but the Atlanta system will be 
modeled after that and will prove as equal-
